Diocesan students still lack Chapter 1 help

SAN DIEGO — Diocesan school administrators and 
the San Diego Unified School District (SDUSD) have yet 
to come up with a plan to provide Chapter 1 services to 
children in Catholic elementary schools here. The two 
sides discussed various options at a two-hour Sept. 6 
meeting. 

SDUSD cut off Chapter 1 services to diocesan schools 
in its jurisdiction last month following two Supreme 
Court decisions in July. In the two cases, involving New 
York City and Grand Rapids, Mich., the Court ruled 
that it was unconstitutional for public school teachers to 
instruct students in private schools. 


AT THE meeting in the diocesan office building, nine 
diocesan elementary school principals, diocesan Schools 
Office personnel and an SDUSD representative discussed 
ways to provide Chapter 1 services to parochial school 
students. 


Despite the Court’s July rulings, Secretary of 
Education William J. Bennett reminded public school 
administrators in August that the Court had not ruled out 
the need for equitable services to all students. He 
recommended school districts find ways to provide 
Chapter 1 services while avoiding the ‘‘excessive 
entanglement”’ with private schools which the Court 
condemned. 


After the meeting, several of the principals said, 
although SDUSD has proposed several ways to provide 
Chapter 1 services to diocesan school students, no 
decision was reached. 


SOME OF the principals also voiced opposition to the 
district’s cancellation of Chapter 2 at their schools, 


something the Court’s decision did not mention. The . 


Chapter 2 program provides library resources, testing 
services and educational materials. 


Robert Teegarden, principal of St. Rita School, said 


SDUSD’s 10 proposals for Chapter 1 services to parochial 
students include ‘‘curb-side services’? in mobile units, 


‘Chapter 1 students summer school, and broadcasting 


video programs to Catholic schools. 


However, disagreement exists over how these programs _ 


would be funded, Teegarden said. The district wants the 
cost to come from the private schools funding allotment 
but, he said, ‘‘the federal government says it has to come 
from the entire program.”’ 


TEEGARDEN WOULD like ‘“‘school district legal 
staff to be at the (next) meeting...because...our (diocesan 
administrators’) reading of the guidelines is not the same 
as their (SDUSD’s) interpretation of it,’’ he said, citing 


the cost issue and Chapter 2 suspension as examples. 


Chapter 1 provides assistance to children ‘‘who need 
special help in reading and math,’’ Teegarden explained, 
adding that the program’s records show no “‘excessive 
entanglement’’ between church and state has occurred 
while ‘‘good services’’ have been provided. Of St. Rita’s 
250 students, the more than 160 Chapter 1 students there 
no longer receive assistance from the 11 instructional 
aides formerly assigned to the school. 


The principal of Holy Family School in Linda Vista, 
Estelle Deptula, said, ‘‘It’s too bad the children have to be 
penalized....Because their parents choose private school, 
they have to suffer.’’

LOS ANGELES (NC) — The freeways crisscrossing 
Los Angeles’ neighborhoods symbolize the archdiocese’s 
ambiguity of riches and poverty, discrimination and 


opportunity, Archbishop Roger Mahony said at his 
installation Sept. 5. 


The new head of the nation’s largest diocese pledged to 
minister to those most in need. 


‘*THE CHURCH is sent to every language and every 
tradition, Spanish and English, Vietnamese and 
Hungarian, and this inculturation stands as her continual 
challenge, but perhaps above all the church is sent to the 
poor,’’ he said in his homily at St. Vibiana’s Cathedral. 


‘*The church is most herself when she makes her own 
that ‘world of suffering and anxiety, of underprivilege and 
exploitation, of destitution and hopelessness,’’ he said. 


‘*As your new chief shepherd, I shall always have an 
abiding love and concern for the whole flock entrusted to 
me, but I must always be concerned about those who fall 
behind or wander from the general movement of the flock 
of Christ.”’ 


THE FREEWAYS of Los Angeles that ‘‘drive right 
over the poor...symbolize so much of the ambiguity and 
the challenge of human life itself,’’ the archbishop said. 
‘“This vast set of highways has a two-fold possibility: It 
can bring us into contact with one another in an 
immediacy that no previous period of human history can 
match; or it can separate us into isolated communities and 
pockets of people, into the privileged and those who 
wonder from day to day how they will find work, or even 
how they will protect their families in a sea of urban 
violence.”’ 


Archbishop Mahony, 49, former head of the Diocese of 
Stockton, succeeds CardinalTimothy Manning, 75, who 
retired after 15 years as archbishop of Los Angeles. The 
installation was attended by Archbishop Mahony’s 
mother, Loretta, and his twin brother, Louis. 


At a simple ceremony the day before the new 
archbishop presented to the archdiocesan consultors the 
document from Pope John Paul II authorizing his 
appointment. 

THE CEREMONY took place before some 800 priests 
who crowded the chapel of Our Lady Queen of Angels 
High School Seminary adjacent to the historic Mission 
San Fernando. 


‘*As the first official step which I take as your new 
archbishop, I commit myself fully and completely to each 
one of you, my brother priests of our archdiocese,’ 
Archbishop Mahony said.

CONSTANT CHALLENGE — Evangelization is a ‘‘constant 
challenge’’ to the Church, requiring a frank dialogue with non- 
Christians, Pope John Paul II told a group of Malaysian bishops 
Sept. 6. The pope told the Malaysian bishops the Church 
evangelizes by ‘‘implanting herself among native people and 
adopting the abilities, resources and customs of each people, 
which she in turn purifies, strengthens and ennobles.”’

DEPTULA NOTED that the ‘most important 
resource’’ at Holy Family is the ‘‘teacher.’’ Although she 
does not like losing the ‘luxury’ of the seven 
instructional aides previously assigned to the school’s 95 
eligible Chapter 1 students, she feels the ‘‘teachers can 
carry on.”’ 


Immaculate Heart Sister Rosemary Babbitt, principal 
of St. Michael School in Paradise Hills, called the meeting 
“‘frustrating.’’ One hundred of the school’s 343 students, 
identified as Chapter 1 participants, are no longer 
receiving the additional ‘reinforcement and affirmation’’ 
which the school’s nine instructional aides used to 
provide, she said. 


Richard Scherer, principal of Our Lady’s School, feels 
the ‘“‘district is taking a hard-line approach’’ in 
implementing the Court’s Chapter 1 decision. 


“OUR STUDENTS are entitled to ~ equitable 
services,’ Scherer said. ‘The area of equitable services is 
being ignored.’’ 

Last year, the school had 12 instructional aides who 
provided services to the 177 Chapter 1 students at Our 
Lady’s. To lessen the effect on the school’s educational 
quality, school personnel ‘‘will have to roll up their 
sleeves,’’ Scherer said. 

The principal at Our Lady of the Sacred Heart, Daniel 
O’Neal, feels SDUSD is ‘‘stonewalling....They’re not 
open to providing equitable services and they’re not open 
to negotiations.”’ 
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IT’S NOT the Catholic schools that are losing, 
O’Neal said, ‘‘but the children’? who ‘‘deserve equal 
opportunity by law.”’ 


-O’Neal noted that the district’s cancellation of Chapter 
2 at private schools is not in line with Secretary of 
Education Bennett’s recommendations. The district, he 
said, is ‘‘arbitrarily applying the (Court’s) decisions to 
include Chapter 2.’’ 

Out of the 350 students enrolled at OLSH, 129 are 
Chapter 1 students. Last year, the school’s Chapter 1 
students had received remedial services from three 
certified teachers. 


“CHILDREN HAVE needs, these needs should be 
met and children suffer in the lag time’”’ while the district 
and the diocese try to develop an alternative Chapter 1 
plan, O’Neal said. This ‘“‘lost time can never be 
recovered,’’ he added.

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7 Social service ‘Casa’ may have to shut its doors

SAN YSIDRO — Within the last few weeks, Casa 


_ Familiar/Amanecer, a counseling and social service 


agency serving this largely Hispanic Catholic border 
community, has been dealt two blows by the County of 
San Diego, which funds the organization. 


Funds for Casa Familiar, the agency’s counseling arm, 
were cut off several weeks ago by the county. 


ON SEPT. 4, the organization was told the county 
may chop $31,000 from its $65,000 Amanecer budget or 


perhaps even lose its entire funding. Amanecer is the ° 


agency’s juvenile diversion program which works with 
youth ages 10 to 17 to keep them out of legal trouble. 


Andrea Palacios Skorepa, the agency’s director, said if 
Amanecer loses -its county funding, the organization’s 
“‘chance of survival is gone.” 


Although the agency lost 
half its funds when Casa 
Familiar’s $65,000 contract 
was eliminated, Skorepa felt 
the organization could 
survive as long as it had its 
Amanecer funds. Additional 
funds needed could be 
obtained through fund- 
raising, something Skorepa 
has been working on the past 
few weeks. 


“BUT LAST week 
Skorepa learned San Diego 
County has decided to cut 
the number of juvenile 
diversion programs it funds 
from 26 to 13. Even if 
Amanecer should have its funding reinstated, she said, it

will be $31,000 short of last year’s $65,000 budget. 


Casa Familiar provides much more than just individual 
and family counseling services, the director explained. 
The agency provides clients with services the county 
‘doesn’t count’’ like phone calls for non-English- 
speakers, immigration assistance and financial disruption 
counseling, she said. 


The agency also serves as a SHARE distribution center 
and a workfare and summer youth worker site, Skorepa 
said. 

FOR THE past year, Casa Familiar has worked with 
many McDonald’s massacre victim’s families and is one 
of the agencies responsible for distribution of the San 
Ysidro family survivor funds, she said, adding that Casa 
Familar has done this without any additional funding 
‘“from the county or anywhere.”’ 


Four licensed counselors, including Dominican Sister 
Roseann Cordova, work at Casa Familiar. The agency 
began 12 years ago ‘“‘to help those with mental problems’’ 
in San Ysidro who were reluctant ‘‘to see a counselor 
because of the stigma’? many Hispanics attach to 
counseling, Skorepa said. 


‘‘We thought if we opened a house, we could speak to 
(individuals)-on a more informal basis’’ and they would 
“‘feel more comfortable,’’ the director said. 

SKOREPA SAID many San Ysidro residents will go to 
Casa Familiar for counseling because it is nearby and the 
agency’s bilingual staff is familiar with the Hispanic 
culture. 


‘‘Most of the people we see are Catholic and strongly 
so,’’ the director said. ‘‘In counseling, we try to respect 
(this faith)...and respond to it.’’ 


For example, Skorepa said, if a client has a ‘‘marriage 
problem, divorce is not an option because of (their) 
religious convictions.’’? Counselors ‘‘work to fit 
(solutions) within (a client’s) set of values ‘and culture,”’ 


she added. 


BUT NOW Skorepa is uncertain about Casa 
Familiar’s future. Although .she is optimistic that 
Amanecer’s funds will be reinstated, she knows a lot more 
money will have to be raised if the agency wants to keep 
its doors open. 


“‘We’re not self-sufficient,’’ she said. The agency 
charges no fees because it is in a ‘‘poor area where most 
people are below the poverty level and can’t afford to 
pay....The (local) business community can’t help’’ 
because of peso devaluations which have hurt them, she 
explained. 


Although the ‘‘county says’’ clients now served by 
Casa Familiar ‘‘will be served by other agencies’ in San 
Ysidro if the organization closes, they ‘‘won’t really”’ 
because other agencies in the area do not provide all the 
services Casa does, Skorepa said. 


FOR NOW, Skorepa hopes the community will work 
to keep Casa operating through contributions, lobbying 
the County Board of Supervisors and praying for them. 


Migrants get spiritual and material food

OCEANSIDE — When Franciscan Father Jorge 
Robledo of Mission San Luis Rey prepares to celebrate 
Mass for the campesinos (field workers) in the fields near 
Oceanside, he takes more than a Mass kit and vestments. 
He packs his 1968 blue Chrysler with food, clothing and 
blankets donated by Mission parishioners. Thus, they 
accompany him symbolically on his weekly 17-mile drives 
that deliver both spiritual and material food to the 
migrants hungering for both. 


They are part of the Mission parish, the priest from 
Colombia, South America, said. He is assisted in his 
ministry to Hispanics by Franciscan Father Damian 
Gamboa. 


FATHER ROBLEDO leaves the Mission late on 
Sunday afternoons with catechists Dolores and Ezequiel 
Gonzales. A strawberry field near Bonsall is usually the 
first of three stops where sometimes more than 300 
campesinos gather at a single site for the Spanish liturgy. 


A cement-block garage at a North County couple’s 
home also serves as a church for Father Robledo’s 
Masses. 


One Sunday about 70 campesinos — most looking like 
teenagers — crowded inside and sat on boards stretched 
across fruit crates. A picture of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
hung on a wooden table covered with an altar cloth. Two 
jars of California poppies picked by the men stood on both 
sides of the altar near candles encased in glass. 


DOLORES GONZALES led the assembly in singing 
the entrance hymn, Vayamos Jubilosos (Let Us Go 
Joyfully), accompanied by the celebrant’s harmonica. 
Two worshipers volunteered for the readings. 


Men in the back rows huddled forward to hear Father 
Robledo’s dialogue homily, a question-and-answer 
application of the Gospei about doubting Thomas. 


Many looked up from their Spanish Missalettes to 
respond ‘‘My Lord and my God’’ at the Consecration. 
They sang as their chaplain personally extended the sign 
of peace to them and while they greeted each other. Their 
celebration of the Eucharist ended as the song De Colores 
filled the garage temporarily turned into a place of prayer. 


‘ONE CAMPESINO said he walks two miles to Mass 
each week to ask God’s ‘‘help for his family and his 
work.”’ 

After the liturgy the men eagerly ate the bread, 
doughnuts and biscuits Father Robledo and the Gonzales’ 
distributed. 


The Franciscan also travels to the fields during the 
week to prepare campesinos for the sacraments of Baptism, 
Reconciliation and the Eucharist. 


THE GONZALES’ conduct weekly Bible studies and 
instruct first communicants. While Ezequiel uses the 
North County garage, Dolores teaches in a field three 
miles away. 

Religious education is the Church’s focus in its 
ministry to Imperial Valley Catholics. 


Alicia Restrepo, coordinator for Hispanic catechesis in 


Imperial Valley, teaches migrants from a Brawley camp. 
They meet weekly in the home of Raphael Gaspar for 
eight months to study the course, Jesus y Su Anuncio a los 
Pobres (Jesus and His Message to the Poor). 


LESSONS ‘‘STRESS the kingdom of God...built on 
“‘Jife, justice, love, hope and peace,’’ the former high 
school teacher from Colombia, South America, said. 
Helping the poor to ‘‘realize their value to the 
community’’ is an important course objective. 


Groups discuss local needs and remedies for them, 
Restrepo said. Lack of summer work which necessitates 
families moving North is a common problem. 


Those who complete the course show growth in their 
faith and a heightened ‘‘interest in careers,’’ she said. 
Some become church and community leaders who stress 
the importance of education for migrants and their 
children. 


EVERY SUNDAY evening migrants at the E] Centro 
detention center hear the announcement: ‘‘This is Father 
Jim here to celebrate Mass in the dining room. You’re all 
invited.’’ It is the voice of their chaplain, Oblate Father 
James Kernan, who has ministered there since 1981. 

Officers then escort about 100 Catholic men into the 
dining room for Mass. ‘‘It is important to...bring the 
presence of the Church, here,”’ the priest said, adding 
that about half of them receive the Eucharist. 

After the liturgy many detainees receive Father 
Kernan’s blessing. Others ask him to bless their medals 
and scapulars, he said. 

THE ASSOCIATE pastor of St. Margaret Mary 
Church, Brawley, refers detainees seeking legal advice to 
the Imperial Valley Immigration Project, a branch of 
Centro de Asuntos Migratorios.

Falwell and Botha. 


I was not surprised when Rev. Jerry Falwell journeyed to the 
Republic of South Africa and returned to sing Prime Minister 
Botha’s praises and call Bishop Tutu ‘‘a phony.’’ I wasn’t 
surprised for two reasons. Jerry Falwell is a staunch Calvinist. 
Jerry Falwell has a dismai record on civil rights for blacks. 


As a conservative fundamentalist Baptist minister, Jerry 
Falwell’s theology falls within the Calvinistic tradition. This 
means that there is a heavy reliance on Old Testament morality 
and a preoccupation with sin rather than virtue. John Calvin was 
the brilliant French lawyer-turned-theologian who examined 
Luther’s teachings and found them logically inconsistent. Calvin 
then developed the teaching of predestination to tidy up Luther’s 
mistakes, and put his new religion to work in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 


In its original form, Calvinism was rather stark and extremely 
serious. It was intolerant and demanding. It was also a very 
dynamic spirituality which spread across Europe like wildfire. It 
reached England, where Cromwell and later the Puritans became 
its adherents. It also reached Holland where it became the 
dominant form of Protestantism and found ecclesial shape in the 
Dutch Reform Church. : 


The Afrikaners of South Africa are firmly within the 
Calvinistic tradition. Most are members of the Dutch Reformed 
Church. Like Falwell, they have an Old Testament approach to 
life and they see the road to hell as very wide and extremely well 
traveled. Human beings are essentially sinful, they would say, 
and only the chosen few are saved. These few are actually saved 
from themselves, Calvinism teaches, when Jesus covers over 
their sinfulness. A hymn which is well known tells it all: 
““Amazing grace, how sweet the sound, that saved a wretch like 
me. 


When Jerry Falwell went to South Africa, therefore, he went to 
the one country in the modern world’ which implements 
Calvinism as part of its national philosophy. It was analogous to 
a Moslem going to Saudi Arabia or a Jewish person going to 
Israel. For Afrikaners, their country is not just a political unit, it 
is a spiritual example to the rest of the world. It is a nation where 
righteousness is a national goal. 


We should ponder Falwell’s visit carefully, for I am convinced 
that if this Baptist minister and Reagan confidant had his way, 
the United States would resemble the Republic of South Africa in 
many significant ways. 


Another reason for Falwell’s closeness to the Afrikaners is his 
fundamentalistic racism. Now, whether the Calvinism or the 
racism came first is anybody’s guess. But for many years now, 
Falwell has been on the side of segregation and discrimination. 
He has informed his congregation over the years that ““separate 
but equal is God’s law.’’ There is no interracial dating, let alone 
interracial marriage at Falwell’s Liberty Baptist College. In 
1965, during the heyday of civil rights, Falwell stated that ‘‘the 
true Negro does not want integration. He realizes his potential is 
far greater among his own race.’’ Also in the 1960’s, he referred 
to ‘‘alleged discrimination against Negroes in the South.’’ 


During the days of Martin Luther King, Jr. it was Falwell who 
loudly opposed mixing religion with politics. Falwell excoriated 
King, saying that “‘preachers are not called to be politicians but 
to be soul winners.’’ Once again, in 1965, Falwell preached that 
“believing in the Bible as I do, I would find it impossible to 
preach the pure saving Gospel of Jesus Christ, and begin doing 
anything else — including fighting communism, or participating 
in civil rights reform....’’ 

Unlike Calvinists, Roman Catholics see each person as a 
mixture of good and evil, truth and falsehood. There are no 
“‘wretches,’’ only opportunities for grace. This column is not 
intended to make Rev. Jerry Falwell look like evil incarnate. 
Rather, it is meant to give readers an. understanding of the 
presuppositions from which Falwell operates, and therefore give 
them a context into which they can place his remarks on the 
South African tragedy. 


All in all, I would agree wholeheartedly with Bishop Tutu 
(whom Falwell refers to as Mr. Tutu). When speaking about 
South Africa, Bishop Tutu said, Jerry Falwell is ‘‘ridiculous.’’

Law school differences 


I applaud Father Copestake’s article in 
Southern Cross, Aug. 22. As he pointed 
out, there are definite weaknesses in our 
judicial system. 


One place to begin addressing these 
problems can be in our law schools. Here, 
lawyers can have their initial training on 
how to deal effectively with these 
weaknesses. In school, lawyers could also 
be educated in a values-orientation 
approach, or simply, a humanistic 
perspective. 


A Catholic law school should go beyond 
just a humanistic perspective. For what is 
to differentiate a Catholic law school from 
a non-Catholic law school? Are Catholic 
law schools trying to create their own 
identity, or are they simply trying to 
emulate the ‘‘more prestigious law 
schools?’’ Perhaps exposing students to 
how man-made laws should reflect divine 
laws would be one way to live up to their 
name. Or what about requiring students 
to work in poor areas as part of a clinical 
program? Perhaps even spending time in 
class discussing the laws brought to us by 
Jesus Christ, the best advocate of justice 
yet! 


Thus, law schools are in a unique 
position to help in developing a new 
generation of lawyers. It is these lawyers 
who will most directly affect the future of 
the legal profession. Let us hope that law 
school administrators will realize the 
profound responsibility before them. Let 
us pray that they will chose a curriculum 
that will help in educating a more 
humanistic lawyer. Let us pray that they 
will select professors who will guide 
students to such a legal perspective. And 
let us pray that they will admit students 
who will try to improve the legal system 
and not become mechanisms merely 
reacting to it. 

I have great hopes for our legal system. 
With all the diverse parties working 
together we can overcome this situation 
that has evalved.

Days of remembrance and atonement 


Next week, Jewish believers begin their annual observance of 
what is referred to in English as the High Holydays: Rosh Hashana 
and Yom Kippur (September 16 and 25). Because Christians 
share with Jews the Hebrew Scriptures prescribing these 
observances, we should understand and appriecate the 
sacredness of this season in the Jewish calendar. 


Based on an ancient. tradition which assigned the creation 
event to the first day of Tishrai (the seventh month), Rosh 
Hashana is the Jewish celebration of the New Year. ‘‘Om the first 
day of the seventh month you shall keep a sabbath rest, with a 
sacred assembly and with the trumpet blasts as a reminder; you 
shall do no sort of work, and you shall offer an oblation to their 
Lord’’ (Leviticus 23:24-25). 


Rosh Hashana marks the start of a ten-day period of spiritual 
self-examination and repentance. The central mood of the first 
day is intense prayer; the major themes are acknowledgment of 
God’s sovereignty over the world and His rule over all people. 


The entire period from Rosh Hashana through Yom Kippur is 
known as the Ten Days of Repentance and involves special 
penitential prayers which are recited each day in the synagogue. 
The tenth day is the Day of Atonement: Yom Kippur. ‘“The 
tenth day of this seventh month is the Day of Atonement, when 
you shall hold a sacred assembly and mortify yourselves and offer 
an oblation to the Lord”’ (Leviticus 23:27). 


Since Yom Kippur does not atone for sins commited against 
one’s neighbor unless the offended party has been pacified, the 
day prior to Yom Kippur is a. day of preparation.~ This 
preparation day is a time for giving and receiving forgiveness; it 
is also a time when charity money is set aside and brought to the 
synagogue for distribution to various religious and social welfare 
organizations. 


On Yom Kippur, the Scriptural injunction to ‘‘mortify 
yourselves’’ is observed by abstaining from all eating and 
drinking (a complete and total fast) from sundown to sundown. 
The High Holydays then end as they began, with the blast of the 
shofar (a ram’s horn trumpet). 


May we observe and learn by example as Jewish believers 
celebrate these days of remembrance and atonement this year.

Methodists, pensions and racial justice 


The General Board of Pensions of the United Methodist 
Church has turned down a recommendation of the 
denomination’s General Conference which urged church 
agencies to “‘divest from corporations doing business in South 
Africa.”’ 


The pension board, which manages a stock portfolio of $1.8 
billion, the largest church fund in America, has adopted an 
alternate strategy. They intend, they say, to ‘‘put teeth’’ into 
corporate commitment to the Sullivan Principles, the guidelines 
for the improvement of working conditions of black South 
Africans. 


THE PENSION board holds stock in 110 corporations 
operating in the Union of South Africa, and these will be given 


two years to prove their compliance with the Sullivan Principles. — 


If they do not, then the board will divest. 


It is the rationale given for the board of pensions’ decision that 
bothers me, however. 


GERALD HORNUNG, chief executive of the fund, 
explained the action by saying, ‘‘We’re trustees of money that 
belongs to others. Our assignment is clear. We must be prudent 
investors.’ 


Does Hornung mean that the Methodist board will always 
invest in a way that guarantees the greatest dollar return? Are 
there no ethical or moral criteria which must govern their 
investments? If not, then loan sharking, gun running, and drug 
dealing might be their quickest way to make a buck. 


BUT, OF course, the Methodists are not going to do that. 
‘They do make moral judgments. They refuse, for example, to 
own stock in tobacco companies. Not long ago they sold their 
stock in the Coca Cola Company when it bought out a winery. 


So I am left with the distressing conclusion that cigarettes and 
booze are considered overriding moral issues, while apartheid 
and the degradation of black South Africans is not. That does not 
reflect the values of the Methodist clergy of my acquaintance.

| Who is a stranger? 


“I am so confused about teaching my children how to 
deal with strangers,’’ a mother said recently. ‘‘Do we 
teach them to distrust all people they don’t know? If so, 
how do we teach them to go to adults for help if they need 
it? Or not to live in fear of others.”’ 


There was a chorus of agreement from other parents. 
We’re torn between teaching children simultaneously to 
distrust and trust people they don’t know. We run a risk 
of implanting a lifelong fear of others if we stress safety 
too strongly. Yet, we live in a world where the personal 
safety of children is of paramount attention. 


LIKE EVERYTHING else in parenting, it’s a matter 
of balance. We must teach children that some adults are 
untrustworthy and dangerous but others are trustworthy 
and helpful. 


Teaching them not to get into cars with or take candy 
from strangers is easy. But teaching them to seek out an 
adult to help them when they’re lost is more difficult. If 
they’re overly fearful of all adults, they are not going to be 


. able to do this. 


One mother commented that her 7-year-old son was so 
terrified of adults that he wouldn’t ask anyone for change 
to use the pay phone to call home. He ended up walking 
over two miles home through some unfamiliar territory,

which was probably more dangerous. 


SOMETIMES CHILDREN eget fearful when an adult 
smiles at them in a crowded supermarket. This is 
preventing grownups from exhibiting friendliness which 
merely enforces children’s fears of adults. 


I believe we can teach children to assess strangers the 
same way we do. Here are some points to consider: 


1. We can distinguish the difference between stranger 
and acting strangely. All people we don’t know are 
strangers but only some of them behave strangely. Add to 
that, 60 percent of crimes against children are committed 
by people who have some familiarity with the child. So it’s 
not enough to warn the child away from strangers as the 
only untrustworthy ones. 


2. ACTING STRANGELY means trying to get 
children alone, inviting them to see something unusual, 
moving to sit next to them on a bus or at a theatre, giving 
them gifts, pretending to be lost or injured and telling 
them not to tell their parents. 

Jay Howell of the Adam Walsh Center said, ‘‘Use 
language a child can understand. For example, you can 
tell her no one should be touching her in the bathing-suit 
parts of her body. Private parts, sexual parts — that’s 


confusing. Bathing-suit parts she’ll understand.’’ 


3.We can distinguish between situations where there 
are many people and only a few. Just as adults are not 
fearful of being accosted in a crowded parking lot but 
cautious in an isolated one, we can let our children know 
they can return smiles and friendliness from strange 
adults if there are others around, particularly people they 
know and trust. 


4. WE CAN teach children to ‘‘check it out’? when 


‘they are wary of a particular adult’s behavior. This policy, 


is being used in school safety programs. When a child is 
unsure of an adult’s behavior, we teach him to check it 
out by talking about it with an adult he or she trusts — a 
parent, teacher, school nurse, or any trustworthy adult. 


Perhaps the behavior is normal, perhaps not. By 
sharing their experience and fears with a caring adult, 
children can be relieved of ongoing fear. Or a potentially 
dangerous experience can be nipped by parents and 
teachers. 


5. We can get a fine little book called It’s O.K. to say 
NO! A Parent/Child Manual for the Protection of 
Children, which is a book to read aloud with children. It’s 
available for $3.95 plus costs from Tom Doherty-Assoc., 
8-10 W. 36th St., New York, N.Y. 10018. 


Who’s been eating my porridge? 


There are many ways in which we can gauge the depth 
of our Christian response and perhaps one of the most 
telling is the way we react to disappointment. I used to tell 
my children that feelings of disappointment meant only 
that our expectations were not realistic, and to a certain 
extent that seems still to be true even after experiencing 
the many disappointments life can offer us. 


Sometimes, though, perfectly valid expectations can be 
frustrated and then it is hard to be reconciled to events — 
at least immediately. What has prompted these reflections 
may seem very trivial to.others but was of considerable 
importance to me. 


TWO OR three years ago I planted a nectarine tree. 
Nectarines are one of my favorite fruits and ever since my 
childhood when I lusted after the fruit-laden trees in my 
aunt’s yard, I have longed to pick a nectarine off my own 
tree. A small thing, considering the problems of the world 
today, but one of those delights that enrich life — for me 
at least. 


The tree flourished but this was the first year it bore 
fruit — and what fruit. Large, rosy, delectable globes of 
mouth-watering promise. It was nurtured and nourished 
with great care and extravagantly praised. Last week’s 
inspection showed that the fruits were almost ripe for 
harvest. Only a few more days to make sure the sun drew 
all the sweetness from their depths. 


Ins and Outs

The pope and the Congregation for Religious asked the 
U.S. bishops a few years ago to engage in a dialogue with 
the religious. One major question to be discussed was, 
“‘What is the reason for the decline in vocations to the 
religious life? (There does not seem to be a corresponding 
charge to learn reasons for the decline of vocations to the 
priesthood). 


A few weeks ago we discussed similarities existing in 
Henry VIII’s England when the religious houses were 
taken over by the king, and the quality of religious life of 
the day. David Knowles, in his book, Bare Ruined Choirs, 
recites some added factors to be assessed to see if they 
have any clues for our day. 


AT THE time of King Henry VIII in England, all of 
the talented men of Europe were involved in the 
Renaissance. They blossomed in_ philosophy, 
mathematics, and the beginnings of science. Yet no 
parallel movement occurred in England until the last 
years of Edward VII. What were the bright, young minds 
of England doing? Those with intelligence, energy, and 
ambition were becoming lawyers. Knowles says, of all the 
men who became influential in policy and rose to 
positions of wealth, three out of four were lawyers, either 
trained in the civil law or the common law. In our day 
when the legal profession in the land seems to be ever 


The netting we had procured at great expense to 
protect our treasure from birds and deter deer and so 
forth was still intact and we looked forward to freeing our 
prolific tree from its restrictions after we had denuded it of 
its fruit. Alas! When I went down to gather our bumper 
crop this week the first thing I noticed on approach was 
that the glorious deep red tone of its crown had been 
replaced by unbroken green. Was it possible? Could it be? 
No! Surely not! But it was! Every nectarine in that 
cherished tree was gone. Not merely mutilated and 
abandoned in the wasteful way of birds and animals but 
totally removed — even from the highest branches — in 
the way of human beings. 


THERE WAS no doubt that it had been a delicious 
theft. Scores of clean, blatant pits lay scattered around the 
base of the tree in arrogant, careless insult. Not one 
nectarine remained to be sampled and _ relished. 
Disappointment seemed too mild a word to describe the 
feeling the sight brought. There was anger to be dealt 
with; a spontaneous wish to punish (Hope they had a 
massive stomach ache!); the urge to identify and charge 
the culprits; and no small dose of self-pity. After all my 
work, not one fruit to sample and enjoy! It was unjust, 
unfair, intolerable. 

It took quite some time not only to accept that nothing 
could be done but — even longer — to resignedly decide 
that whoever had perpetrated the outrage must have had

growing with corporation lawyers, tax lawyers, lawyers of 
every kind, young men and women who want position, 
wealth, some influence, and a chance for the good life, 
move into law. 


Since the Renaissance did not fully flower in Tudor 
England, the cultural level became mediocre. Oxford and 
Cambridge had dulled their great shining lights; courtesy 
and chivalry, which we associate with England, were 
ignored. There was no aristocracy, says Knowles, of mind 
or manners. In addition to lawyers and prosperous 
landowners (who usurped the monastery lands), a new 
class, men of commerce, arose. Not as refined or as 
trained as those on the continent, all their energies were 
directed to purely material ends: the acquisition of wealth 
and property, the founding of the family, and the building 
of a house. All the written records of the age demonstrate 
that any young man or young woman was canvassed and 
looked at for the cash value that person could bring, either 
by position, by marriage, or by some ‘‘arrangement.”’ 
Character, personal inclinations, came much later; 
money and land were the only desirable things. 


Today we pride ourselves on our culture. More people 
visit museums, attend concerts and operas than ever 
before. Yet, gaze at the best selling books and see the 
trash and junk that are published. Scan the rack of books 


a few wonderful moments that I should not begrudge 
them. Later I could agree that my expectations have been 
motivated by greed and that I could hardly condemn 
someone for acting from the same motives. 


And then, perhaps it had not been greed for them. 
Perhaps we had been visited by some hungry, hot and 
desperate transient to whom the tree had seemed like 
manna from heaven. Could we begrudge them that? If 
my crop rested in someone else’s belly rather than mine, 
where was the outrage in that? Except, of course, that it 
was my tree and my fruit. 


AND THEN we remembered the rich young man to 
whom Jesus spoke so kindly. Possessions and the love of 
them can be the root of many evils. Perceive my anger — 
my desire for revenge — my lack of generosity — my wish 
for evil to befall another. How could my gratitude to God 
for that bountiful crop be lessened by the fact that it had 
fallen into other hands? Share what you have, He said. 


It would, of course, have been easier to share had we 
first had our fill, or satisfied our initial expectations and at 
least tasted the fruit. It would have been easier if we had 
had the opportunity to benevolently donate some (but not 
all) of the fruit to some suitably grateful recipient. It 
would even have been easier if we had been asked, before 
the harvest was so wantonly gathered. Perhaps then we 
might have been able to act in more Christian response. 
But as it is, alas! 


in airports, or in mall bookstores — a monotonous repeat 
of paperbacks which tout violence, illicit sex, the uses and 
abuses of power. Even the so-called ‘‘cultural media,’’ the 
arts, have been carefully appropriated for cash value only. 
The huckstering of noted operatic voices, male and 
female, via the TV tube and ‘‘concerts,’’ demonstrate we 
are being asked not to become cultured, but to contribute 
to great fortunes. And the movies: cultural? Phooey! 


SO TUDOR England is an object lesson. With the 
emergence of the lawyers, the letter of the law became 
dominant in men’s minds, not justice. How many of our 
problems are decided in the courts? In other days, matters 
would have been adjudicated outside the courtroom. Now 
they come to a judge and jury, not for justice but to prove 
a point, to win a cash settlement. 


The Tudor age was selfish and materialistic. Knowles 
believes that few historians gazing at that period can find 
any admirable, ethical characteristics. But America’s 
story, via the media, offers the young quick success, 
financial rewards, the “‘good life,’’ and ‘‘making it.’’ No 
wonder that the appeal of the priesthood or religious life 
holds little challenge either for the young or for the 
parents, who are so important in guiding them to make 
life’s choices. 

Why bother to be a priest or religious to help only a few 
when with a little extra money, education, you can help a 
lot of people and make a lot of money doing so? 
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__ rent, he said. Projects such as S 
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In his monumental and classical life of 
Fray Junfpero Serra, the late Maynard 
Geiger said that ‘‘in a sense Serra 
attained a certain immortality in 
memory.

Interestingly enough, the donor of this 
monument was Jane Leland Stanford, a 
non-Catholic. Located on a _ military 
reservation, it was unveiled on June 3, 
1891, before over 5,000 people from 
every part of the west coast, many of 
whom arrived in specially chartered 
railroad cars. 

The figure and pedestal are fashioned 
entirely of granite and the front faces 
almost due northeast. On a polished

majestic tree which sheltered Fray 
Junipero as he offered the liturgy 
inaugurating present-day Monterey. 
That almost-forgotten relic from an 
earlier age is, in reality, one of the oldest 
and most important historical mementos 
in the Western United States. 


THOUGH NOW scarred and sadly- 
neglected, this bit of wood remnant, held 
together with chicken. wire and concrete, 
has been associated with the area since the 
first white exploreres entered Monterey 
Bay. 

The picturesque statue of Fray 
Junipero Serra in San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate Park depicts the Franciscan 
Presidente as the virile and _ vibrant 
personage he most assuredly was. The 
work of a local artist, it was unveiled in 
1907. 


Early that same year, Lilly Reichling 
Dyer, founder of the Native Daughters of 
the Golden West, launched a campaign 
throughout the state to have one of 
California’s mountains named for 
Junipero Serra. Chosen for that 
distinction was the highest peak of the

THE DESIGNATION of the peak as 
‘‘Mount Junipero Serra’’ was officially 
announced at Washington, D.C., in mid- 
summer of 1907. News was released to 
Californians by The Monitor of San 
Francisco in its issue for Aug. 17. 


These are only a smattering of the 
many memorials erected to the ‘‘Grey 
Ox.’’ The works of Fray Junipero Serra, 
the standard-bearer of Christianity and 
the planter of European civilization in 
California, have been kept alive in the 
spoken and written word, in tradition, in 
books and in monuments across the lands 
of New Spain where the presidente labored 
for 35 years. 


With the coming of a new race and a 
new flag, with fresh political ideas and 
frequently differing religious beliefs, with 
men bent on adventure and the 
acquisition of wealth, one might surmise 
that the name of Serra would be relegated 
to an innocuous place in the dead past.

DUBUQUE, Iowa (NC) — A Dutch 
Salesian priest has put up for adoption 
135. one-room schoolhouses _ scattered 
throughout the slums of Haiti’s capital 
city of Port-au-Prince. 


Father Lawrence Bohnen, 71, better 
known as ‘‘Father Beans’’ for the English 
translation of his last name, is looking for 
600 sponsors to take part in his school- 
adoption campaign. 


FOR $75 a month, a group, 
organization or individual can sponsor 
one teacher and 25 students. The money 
covers the teacher’s salary, plus food and 
education for the children. In return the 
sponsor is kept in touch with the school 
through photographs and letters. 


Father Bohnen spoke with the 
Dubuque. diocesan newspaper, The 
Witness, while in Dubuque Aug. 7 to 
renew friendships made during annual 
visits to the United States and Canada. 
Every July and August for the past 25 
years he has traveled by bus throughout 
North America preaching at parishes on 
weekends. . 


He has worked in Haiti for 30 years 
and plans to continue until the year 2000. 
To reach that goal, he started the adopt-a- 
school program to give his mission a sense 
of continuity through the turn of the 
century and to give his schools a steady 
source of income. 


BECAUSE OF his work among the 
poor, he is sometimes called Father 
Mother Teresa. But he says his work is 
localized, while Mother Teresa’s is 
worldwide. 


Haiti has the lowest per-capita income 
in the Americas, but Father Bohnen’s 
plans call for more than just distributing 
food. He wants to reduce Haiti’s 85 
percent illiteracy rate. 


“It’s more appealing to say ‘Feed the 
children,’ ’’ he says, ‘‘but it is more 
important to educate. Development of a 
country should start basically with 
education.’’ 


FATHER BOHNEN #§sstarted his 
mission work by building the “‘ 
“‘slum’’ schools throughout the four slum 
sections of Port-au-Prince — La Saline, 


mini’’ or. 


‘Fr. Bean’ has schools for sale 


City Simone, Brooklyn and Boston. 


The schools, each about the size of a 
two-car garage in the United States, are 
staffed by 550 teachers, 20 of which are 
paid, and reach 13,000 children. The 
children, ranging in age from 7 through 
their teens, begin their schooling in the 
135 slum schools. 


As students become more advanced, 
they. move up to one of the four central 
schools, one for each of the slum sections. 
Father Bohnen’s educational system, 
organized in a pyramid, culminates in a 
vocational school where the students learn 
a trade in welding, woodworking, sewing, 
painting and more. 


WHILE EDUCATION is a high 
priority with Father Bohnen, he also 
brings food to the slums. His students 
receive a meal each school day in ‘‘the 
largest. diners’ club in the world:’’? He 
relies on beans and corn as the main 
ingredients, and sometimes the only ones, 
in his pupils’ diet. 


He says that Haitian slums are unlike 
American slums, which he considers 
“‘moral slums’’ filled with crime and 
delinquency. 


IN HAITI the people are well- 
behaved, he says, but through no fault of 
their own they live in tin-roofed shacks 
without plumbing, sanitation, clean water 
or food.

Respect 
helps us wait for a relationship to grow 
naturally, accepts another’s differences 
and the moral value of 
appropriate physical touch.

USD keeps up its enrollment 


ALCALA PARK — An estimated 
5,300 students were expected to enroll for 
the fall 1985 semester at the University of 
San Diego. The total is about the same as 
last year, in keeping with the private 
university’s controlled enrollment plan. 

Classes for USD’s undergraduates and 
graduates began Sept. 9. 


THE NUMBER of undergraduates 
was expected to reach 3,400, including 
some 730 new students. Last year, USD 
enrolled 749 new students. 


In the graduate school, the admissions 
office estimated as many as 350 new 
students would enroll, about half the 
number of graduate students at USD. 


The USD law school, which started 
classes Aug. 21, enrolled 259 new full- 
time students and 80 new part-time, 
compared to last year’s 230 full-time and 
87 part-time students. 

BESIDES LAW, USD has schools of 
nursing, business, education, arts and 
sciences and graduate study.
